The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The applied 
prior art (U.S. Patent 6,559,248) is prior art only under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(e) and the 
Applicants have met the requirement to overcome the art. The secondary applied 
reference (U.S. Patent 6,403,854) adds a neutralization material to the first quench 
column but does not disclose lowering pH in the quench bottoms stream to form a 
degasified quench bottoms and fractionating the oxygenated hydrocarbons from the 
degasified quench bottoms stream as claimed in the present application.
